end his vacation in favor of a 
tour of unemployment areas was 
made in Washington Wednesday 
at the AFL-CIO jobless rally at- 
tended by more than 5,000 dele- 
gates. The proposal came from 
Mrs. Min Luyre Matheson of 
Wilkes-Barre, Pa. 


At the rally there were other 


critical allusions to Eisenhower's 
golf. 
"At a news conference today 
James C. Hagerfy, .White House 
press secretary, was told about 
the criticism. He was asked 
whether Eisenhower had consid- 
ered altering his vacation plans 
because of it

They are asked to telephone 
CD headquarters at 263 or 14 between 8 and 9 o'clock Thurs- 
day night, April 16. 


CD will then refer the calls*

The delegates brought statistics 


showing that almost 300,000 jobs 
have disappeared in the past 15 
years in the coal, steel, railroad 
and textile industries.

Head of Flood Committee 
Points Out Many Benefits 
Dam Would Bring to Area 


Numerous benefits the War- 


ren area could expect in the 
construction

flood-control dam were pointed 
out by Merle W. Kremer, chair- 
man of the Chamber of Com- 
merce Flood Committee, at a 
meeting in the YWCA last eve- 
ning attended by 25 represen- 
tatives of civic, labor and serv- 
ice organizations.

parative figures established at 
other flood-control dams, Mr. 
Kremer estimated the Kinzua

And that 
a large percentage of these 
sightseers would be vacation- 
ers who would spend more than 
a day or two in the area. That 
the huge dam would supply us 
with a constant supply of pure 
water in such quantities that it 
would attract new industry into 
the area. And that this con- 
stant flow of water would make 
the Allegheny far more suit- 
able for recreation—swimming, 
fishing and boating. 


On the 
other 
hand, Mr 


Kremer pointed out, if some- 
thing isn't done in the not too 
distant future the economy of 
our community is faced with 
serious consequences.

That, "a 
dollar washed away in a flood 
is gone forever."

Genius of Design 
Succumbs After 
A Brief Illness 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP) — Frank 


Lloyd Wright, 89, colorful and con- 
troversial genius of design, died 
at 4:45 a.m. today in a Phoenix 
hospital after a brief illness. 


A giant on the national and In- 


ternational architectural scene, 
Wright underwent an operation 
Monday for removal of an intesti- 
nal obstruction. He had been 
stricken Saturday at his winter 
home near Scottsdale. 


Only an hour before 'his death, 


Wright's condition was reported as 
unchanged. 


Wright was almost as-noted for 


his pithy comments as for his 
unusual buildings. 


"Early in ..life I had to choose 


between honest arrogance and hy- 
pocritical humility," he said at 
the age of 87. "I choose honest 
arrogance and have seen no oc- 
casion to change." 


Born June 8, 1869, in Richland 


Center, Wis., Wright designed 
more than 700 buildings around 
the world to leave a lasting im- 
print on the building of today.. 


The most famous included the 


Imperial Hotel in Tokyo, the Gug- 
genheim Museum in New York, 
and Price Tower in Bartlesville, 
Okla. 


In 1948 the American Jnstitute 


of Architects named him the 15th 
winner in 42 years o! its gold 
medal "for distinuished service 
to the advancement of the art" and 
the profession of architecture."

NEW G.O.P.

HARRISBURG (AP) — House 


Democrats today weighed the 
merits of a new plan proposed by 
Republicans for breaking a stale- 
mate on Gov. Lawrence's 264-rnil- 
lion-dollar sales tax package. 


The strategy calls for offering 


Lawrence's proposals to the House 
on a piecemeal basis in order to 
obtain Republican help for pass- 
ing the controversial plan. 


"It seems to be a logical ans- 


wer," said Rep. Thomas A. Fras- 
cella (D—Phila), vice chairman of 
the Ways and Means Committee. 
"This could break the stalemate." 


Frascella added that "by all 


means our caucus should definite- 
ly consider this" when it meeti 
Monday before the Legislature re- 
sumes another week's work. 


Meanwhile, Avery C. Adams, 


Jones and Laughlin Steel Co., 
board chairman and president of 
Pittsburgh, sent telegrams to top 
Republican House, members urg- 
ing their support of the Lawrence 
sales tax proposal. 


"I believe this bill (Lawrenc* 


measure) is In the best interest of 
the people of Pennsylvania as a 
whole'^and I sincerely hope you 
will support," Adams said. 


Adams telegram was sent be- 


fore the GOP "split-package" plan 
or the 2 per cent sales tax sugges- 
tion were brought to light. 


Another Democratic source, who

Under the proposal, object- 


ionable features would be snipped 
from Lawrence's sales tax bill and 
introduced as separate legislation.

These findings were made by

"Any child five years old now, 


or becoming five by January 31, 
1960, 
is eligible for kindergar- 


ten next September. The Home 
and School Visitor, Mr. James 
Fales, has taken a census dur- 
ing the summer and the school 
principals have been checking 
with the help of their older stu- 
dents If no one has called at 
your house by Friday, April 20, 
or you are in doubt about the 
Home and School Visitor stop- 
ping in last summer, call the 
neaiest elementary school and 
check. 


"Registration dates are sched- 


uled for April 20 to May 8. 
Parents will be notified as to 
the specific day and time, and 
all are urged to come to school, 
bringing with them their chil- 
dren's vaccination and State 
birth certificates. 
Registration 


will be completed at this time 
and there will be a meeting 
with, the kindergarten teacher 
to discuss various phases of the 
kindergarten curriculum, 


"All children attending kin- 


dergarten this year are already 
registered for first grade in 
September. Any child si" years 
old now, or becoming six by 
January 31, 1960 and not in 
kindergarten, should be regis- 
tered. This may be done by call- 
ing your school principal for an 
appointment. 


"Entertainment of next year's 


kindergarten children will begin 
the first week in May. 
This 


preview into kindergarten life 
helps make the child's begin- 
ning next fall a pleasant one. 
The different schools will give 
the parents notice when they 
are to bring their children.

Now is the time for the publ: 


to know the facts. The past it- 
years have witnessed an incred- 
ible increase in the number of 
people -who drink. In a well doc- 
umented stud, the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Compan states 
that there are now 65,000,000 
people in the United States who 
drink. That easily approximates 
more than 60 per cent of the 
adult (over 18 years «f age) 
population, 


Th6 past 25 years have wit- 


nessed a steadily mounting rise 


crime, directly or indirectly 


due to liquor. There is hardly 
a city across the land that has 
not had to increase its forces 
for the maintenance of law and 
order to cope with the increase 
in murders, rapes, burglaries, 
assaults and other crimes at- 
tributable to the use of liquor. 


Typical of the high cost of 


crime due to alcohol is the ex- 
perience of a city In Michigan. 
This city collected in license 
fees ?57,573 for one year, while 
expenditures due to crime re- 
ated to dnnk totalled $246,000. 


The dangerous rise in juven- 


le delinquency is front-page 
news in ever} town and city. 
And most of it is due to de- 
inquent homes, neglectful par- 
ents, unhappy marriages, pov- 
erty and other conditions in 
which liquor is a factor. 


Much of it is due directly to 


lie ability of youth to obtain 
iquor in spite of legal pro- 
libitions against selling liquor 
:o minors. Moreover the lack 
of uniform national law about 
selling tck minors permits im- 
mense violations. For example 
in New York the age limit is 
18 whereas in New Jersey it is 
21. All that is needed for boys 
and girls of 19 in New Jersey 
to saturate themselves with al- 
cohol is to ride the ferry across 
the Hudson River or travel by 
bus through one of the tun- 
nels. 


The liquor traffic has never 


achieved distinction as a law- 
abiding industry. While most 
retail establishments obey regu- 
lations and the majority refrain 
from selling liquor on Sundays, 
on election days and on other 
prohibited holidays, there are 
many violations. 


The prevalence of bootlegging 


and moonshining is growing. 
According to Donald I. Rogers 
in the New Tork Herald Tri- 
bune, bootlegging is now higher 
than at any time in the past 25 
years. It Is estimated that 400,- 
000 people are engaged in Il- 
legal liquor business. 


This hits three ways. First, It 


deprives 
state 
and 
federal 


governments of tax revenue. 
Second it takes away profits 
from the legalized liquor indus- 
try. Bootlegging and moonshin- 
ing are reputed to produce and 
distribute double the quantity 
of liquor made available by the 
legalized industry. Third, 
It 


compels the employment of an 
immense force of state and fed- 
eral police -agencies to hunt 
down hidden liquor stills and 
close up illegal retail outlets. 


Terrifying is the steadily In- 


creasing number of confirmed 
alcoholics now estimated at five 
millions. According to the U. E. 
Department of Public Health, 
alcoholism is now the fourth 
most prevalent disease among 
the American people, exceeded 
in number of patients only by 
heart disease, cancer and men- 
tal Illness. 


The old term "alcoholic" has 


tecome something new in the 
American 
vocabulary. 
What 


makes this so ominous for the 
future of the nation is that ten 
years after repeal, one out of 
eight confirmed alcoholics was 
a woman. Today one-fourth of 
all alcoholics are women. 


How many more, years must 


pass before the American people 
come to realize that their liquor 
policy resulting from the con- 
amendment, has brought about 
social and moral bankruptcy? 
This is the situation and this is 
tho question that 
confronts 


them on the 35th anniversary of 
repeal.

From 1840 until 1863, re- 
sidents of Pleasant 
township 


crossed the river in skiffs, or 
if they had loads, and the stage 
of the water permitted, they 
forded either at the Sill farm, 
west of Warren, or below the 
railroad bridge where the water 
was also shallow at this period 
of the year. In 1863, the ceme- 
tery, which was located at the 
corner of East street and Fifth 
avenue became inadequate and 
Oakland cemetery was opened 
and the remains interred in old 
cemetery were transferred. It 
was 
then necessary to estab- I 


lish a ferry at the foot of Lib- 
erty street. This proved 
any-

This editorial also 
appears 


in the August 19, 1938, issue of 
the Times-Mirror: "An item in 
the 'Twenty Years Ago' column.

started. At that time there was 
much speculation as to the cost 
of razing the structure, it be- 
ing variously estimated at be- 
tween $500 and ?3,000.

NEW YORK (AP) — Personal 


debt totals are climbing — up 13 
billion dollars last year alone. But 
don't worry too much. Personal 
savings are climbing even faster 
—up 18 billion dollars in 1958. 


How some people—obviously a 


lot of them — can meet their bills 
and sock away part of their take- 
home pay may puzzle you if 
you're among the harried many 
who say you can't. 


The answer probably will have 


to be left up to the individual. It 
isn't confined to certain income 
brackets. Many in high brackets 
run into debt and many in low 
brackets manage to add a bit to 
their nest eggs in good times or 
bad. 


General prosperity isn't the an- 


swer. Actually it's in the recession 
years that the savings rate rises. 


For example: In 1955 when busi- 


ness was booming Americans on 
average added 51.63 to their per- 
sonal debt for every $1 they added 
to long term savings. But in 1958, 
when the first half was down in 
the books as a recession period, 
they added $1.33 to their next eggs 
for every $1 increase in debt—their 
best showing since the immediate 
postwar period. 


The federal home loan bank 


board reports that the 18 billion 
dollar 'increase in savings last 
year—at the rate of six cents of 
each takehome dollar—brings the 
total to nearly 277 billion dollars. 
It counts as long term individual 
savings your bank savings ac- 


counts, home savings and loan as- 
sociation deposits, US. savings 
bonds and postal savings, credit 
union funds, and built up cash 
equities in life insurance policies. 


Personal debt includes mort- 


gages, instalment and other con- 
sumer credit including personal 
bank loans, and life insurance pol- 
icy loans. The total is now around 
190 billion dollars. 


That 87 billion dollar excess of 


savings over debt makes Ameri- 
cans as a whole look pretty sol- 
vent, no matter how worried you 
may be as an individual. 


But the Institute of Life Insur 


ance notes that since the \var only 
in 1958, 1957 and 1954 (all years 
tainted by recessions) did Ameri- 
cans increase their savings faster 
than they did their debts. 


Business is always pleased when 


people buy freely, even if it means 
taking on a little more of a debt 
load, because increased sales call 
for increased output, and usually 
add up to increased profits. 


But business also is pleased 


when people increase their sav- 
ings. First, it makes consumers 
more confident and thus better 
prospective customers. And sec- 
ond, it builds up the capital and 
investment funds which business 
must tap when it wants to expand^ 


The Life Insurance Assn. of 


America says that such funds 
flowing into the capital market 
from the people's thrift institu- 
tions and corporate pension funds 
have more than tripled in the last 
10 years—from 7*4 billion dollar^ 
in 1948 to 24Vi billion dollars last 
year.

Ing of petroleum products is be- 
ing carried on in a widespread

"To top all this, the deter- 


mined and relentless drive of 
Communist Russia toward world 
domination has now taken the 
form of increasing pressure 
against the International oil 
companies . . . 


"In contemplation of these 


many problems which face the 
oil Industry at home and abroad, 
one is amazed by the behavior 
of our own Congress and gov- 
ernmental agencies." 


In another speech prepared 


for the 3-day meeting Fred T. 


Haner, of the Regional Indus- 
tries Development Corp., Pitts- 
burgh, said: 


"It is becoming evident that 


we are depleting available re- 
serves crude oil at a rate which 
is dangerous to our national 
security." 


He forecast that the costs of 


finding crude oil reserves in 
western 
Pennsylvania

triple between 1960 and 1970 
and that aa a result drilling 
activity would decline.

Lawrence is "very much im- 
pressed with the idea" of using 
coal as a roadbed material. 


"If it means another use lor 


coal." the governor told his news 
conference Tuesday, "it might 
mean res'italizing the coal indus- 
try in Pennsylvania." 


Lawrence leferred to a research 


program, suggested by the Cur- 
tiss-U right Corp . to determine if 
coal—both bituminous and anthra- 
cite — can be used for paving 
roads. 


The corporation pioposed that 


Penns> ivania appiopiiate half a 
million doDars to test the dura- 
bility of the coal base product on 
a dozen hall-mile sections of ex- 
perimental roadway 


"Tliis might be the raj' of hope 


we have been looking lor lor the 
coal industry for a long, long 
tune," Lawrence said. He was 
cautious, however, about making 
a direct comment on whether the 
state should engage in such an 
enterprise with a private indus- 
trial firm.

any appropriation measure

Race Track Designer Says 
HorsepSayers Are Human

NEW YORK— (NEA)—Arthur Froehlich spends all his time fig- 


uring out how to move people at a race track. Normally, this 
would be a precarious occupation. When you say you are going 
to move a man at a track it means you are going to rob him of 
money. 


Froehiicb, however, is an architect, a completely honorable 


profession. He has either built, re-built or served as a. con- 
sultant on nearly every major race track construction, job In 
the last 10 yean. His latest is the gleaming 32-million-dollar 
Aanednct course which will open in New York In September. 
But while he deals with an inanimate object, a steel and con- 


crete track, most of his thinking starts with the psychology of a 
person -who bets horses. And on this, pipe-smoking, conservative 
Froehlich is an expert. 


"BEFORE WE START, we put a lot of time into thinking about 


the people who will be at a track," he says. "The primary job is 
to give people freedom of movement. But I think it's just as 
important to recognize a couple of things about them, too. 


"Now horseplayers are people. Yon can't lump them into » 


•egarate class. They are the same as everybody else. 
"Take color. A horseplayer reacts to color. It is fashionable 


to say they all are refugees from some dingy horse room or 
garage dice^ game. So why bother with fancy surroundings at 
a race track? That is all wrong. 


"Every .track I've handled, from Hollywood Park to Aqueduct, 


nas been splashed with color. I use lots of reds and blues on the 
wails and facades. We find it helps produce a gay mood at the 
track. It reacts favorably on players—as increased mutuel handles 
show. No, there is no certain color which prods a pl?yer into 
betting more money. But a general splash of colors enLvens him." 


FROEHLICH ALSO HAS CHANGED the design of the ir.utue) 


windows: In New York they now are grim-looking affairs stuck 
under the stands. The windows are heavily barred. Ur.doubtedlj 
they were built this way to protect the mutuel clerks from catch- 
ing punches from angry bettors. 


Froehlica's new tracks are equipped with, windows la prom- 


inent spots. They are of modem bank design. Just a. wisp of 
Class her* and there between seller and player. No bars. 
The colors sooth ruffled feelings quickly, he feels. 
But in New York these days, bank tellers and their barless 


windows have been well raided by grown men with machine guns, 
old ladies with threatening notes and paper bags and young bovs 
with cap pistols. Where does this leave Froehlich's -windows? 


"There is one open betting area in Aqueduct which required 


barred windows for security reasons," he said. "Otherwise we feel 
Lhe place is well protected. We recognize the threat of a hold-up." 


ON THE MATTER OF SECURITY he is something of an expert, 


too. One of his better designing jobs was on the Lynwood, Calif., 
city jail. Arthur painted the cell walls a robin's egg blue. Whether 
this makes it a pleasure to do time is debatable. 


Froehlich also pats in the racing strip itself in many of his 


tracks. It is ha idea ihe old "my horse didn't like the track 
here" is strictly an alibi. 
"I'm familiar with Belmont Park's strip. And with the west 


coast tracks. Now everybody says the coast tracks are pasteboards 
and produce souped-up times while the eastern tracks are deeper 
and produce worthwhile records. 


"The soil composition at both places is the same. There is abso- 


lutely no difference. Anybody who claims differently is talking 
•without knowledge. Maybe the air has something to do with fast 
times. But certainly not the track itself."

Labor Department 
Anxious To Revise 
Prevailing Index 


By MARTHA COLE 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The La- 


bor Department wants to revise 
its consumer price index because 
American spending habits have 
changed a great deal in 10 years. 


Among the reasons: Americans 


now buy more television sets, 
cars, and home appliances—and 
less dress clothes. 


The present index is based on 


the spending habits of Americans 
in 1950. To get the index, the gov- 
ernment prices about 300 com- 
modities and services in 46 cities. 


The index, popularly known as 


the cost of living index, comes out 
every month. The system for fig- 
uring it could be revised by Jan- 
uary 1964 for an estimated $4,- 
600,000, the department says. 


In testimony made public today, 


Secretary of Labor James P. 
Mitchell asked a House Appropria- 
tion subcommittee for funds to 
start the revision. 


Mitchell testified that the index' 


basket of commodities, prices and 
services was growing out of date 
because of these changes in Amer- 
ican life: 


1. Families are larger. There 


are more old people and more 
children, 


2. The population has grown 15 


per cent since 1950 and has shifted 
geographically. A higher propor- 
tion of families now live in the 
Southwest and West. 


3. Families are moving to the 


suburbs, where people spend less 
on dress clothes and outside en- 
tertainment and more on houses 
and gardens. 


4. Family incomes are higher, 


even when account is taken of 
higher prices. More money is 
spent on television, cars, travel, 
education and medical care. A 
smaller proportion of income is 
spent on food. Food expenditures 
themselves go heavily for frozen 
foods, meats and fresh fruits.

Speaker Predicts

NEW YORK CAP) — Bertha S. 


Adkins, undersecretary 
of wel- 


fare, has predicted a period of 
improved job opportunities for old- 
er women in the next six years. 


But she cautioned that older 


women would get the jobs only if 
they keep.in step with progress. 


In a speech prepared for the 


New York State Federation of 
Business and Professional Wom- 
en's Clubs, Miss Adkins said La- 
bor Department figures show the 
country will need 10 million more 
workers by 1965. But the labor 
will have only five million more 
men by then than it has now, she 
said. 


"This means additional oppor- 


tunities tor women of all ages," 
she said, noting that extra oppor- 
tunities probably would arise in 
the'professional, managerial, offi- 
cial, and supervisory fields. 


The undersecretary said wom- 


en, who have provided warmth 
and- culture for their families, 
have contributed already to soci- 
ety. 


"And 
the same intelligence, in- 


tegrity and warmth this woman 
gave to her family could well be 
turned, when her children are 
grown, in other directions," Miss 
Adkins said. 


But she said the older woman 


will "have to retrain, take re- 
fresher courses or even learn new 
skills or study in new fields," if 
she intends to take advantage of 
new opportunities.

House Bill Would 
Provide Veterans 
Birth Certificates 


HARRISBURG (AP)—All honor- 


ably discharged veterans would be 
permitted to obtain free certified 
copies of birth certificates and 
similar documents under a bill 
given House approval Wednesday. 


The vote was 187-3. The meas- 


ure now goes to the Senate. 


Under present law, only disabled 


war veterans may obtain certified 
copies of birth, death and mar- 
riage certificates and divorce de- 
crees without payment when they 


need the documents to 
claim 


death benefits, compensation al- 
lowances aiid family or dependen- 
cy allotments.

"She's the one who goes to 


the encyclopedia to help look 
up the answers to tough ques- 
tions, who takes the children 
to the museum, who encourages 
them to read more books." 


If this sounds like father's 


job Is to play catch with his 
boys in the back yard and hand 
out the weekly allowance—well, 
Dr. Drews has put years of re- 
search into the subject and she 
sticks by her guns. 


Not that she's happy with 


what she has learned. Father IB 
really the more 
Intellectual 


type. 


She says: "A woman's role Is 


to be feminine. She Is expected 
to be submissive, agreeable, and 
conforming. An Intellectual, on 
th« other hand, Is expected to 
be creative, outspoken and Indi- 
vidualistic.

"That brings up a conflict— 
a girl asks herself 'Am I a girl 
or a brain?' and she knows that 
boys don't especially like brainy 
girls."

Case of Papa! 
Guard is Left 
To Authorities 


VATICAN CITY ffl — The 


Vatican today turned over to 
Italian authorities the case of 
the dismissed papal guard who 
Wednesday shot the commander 
of the little corps which guards 
the life of the Pope. 


Italian police probably will 


escort the former guard to the 
frontier and turn him over to 
the Swiss to take whatever ac- 
tion they deem appropriate. 


The Vatican, after prel'min- 


ary investigation, 
turned its 


findings over to Italy under pro- 
vision of the Lateran Pact, 
which specifies that the tiny 
church state can turn over to 
Italian authorities any cases of 
law violation which may occur 
in its territory. It was also no- 
ted that the former guard who 
fired the shots had come into 
Vatican territory from Rome, 
where he had been staying since 
his dismissal. 


The 48-year-old guard com- 


mander, Swiss Col. Robert Nun- 
list, was wounded twice while 
struggling with ex-Guardsman 
Adolf Rucker, 34. Taken to a 
Rome hospital for removal of a 
bullet from his back, Nunlist 
was reported out of danger to- 
day. 


Rucker was slightly wounded 


in the face. He was under guard 
in the Rome hospital. 


The Vatican said the former 


guard "had insisted on being 
re-enlisted into service after 
having been expelled last year 
because of epileptic symptoms 
caused by cranial trauma (brain 
injury)."

from $15 to $25.. The increases 
will take effect at the expira- 
tion date of present leases.

leasing camp sites on choice 
ground could expect an increase. 


The new zoning plan also will 


prohibit permanent camp lease 
sites in areas in or around exist- 
ing state parks in order to per- 
mit future expansion, Goddard 
said.

This insect-killer is made of liv- 


ing spores from germs known as 
Bacillus Thuringiensis. It's de- 
signed to give leaf-eating insects 
a quick, fatal disease if they eat 
enough of the spores sprayed on 
plant leaves. 


Fisher and Rosner said the in- 


secticide — tradename Thuricide 
—had passed tests showing it is 
not harmful or toxic to humans, 
other animals, and plants. 


The insecticide now is being 


tested against some insects dam- 
aging a number of plants, includ- 
ing alfalfa, cabbages, celery, cot- 
ton, peas, beans, corn, tomatoes, 
and 
tobacco.

In another report, two Indianap- 


olis chemists described a new 
fast-acting anesthetic, methohexi- 
tal, which they said would be most 
valuable during brief operations. 


It produces quick, brief anesthe- 


sia, said Drs. Robert E. McMahon 
and Wilbur J. Doran of Lilly Re- 
search Laboratories. 


A barbiturate, methohexital is 


two to five times as potent, on 
weight basis, as other short-act- 
ing barbiturates and is effective 
only about half as long, McMahon 
said. Still under test, it has been 
used on more than 10,000 patients 
so far.

evaporation of water from res- 
ervoirs during drouths. 


Plastic smoke can be made pure 


white 
for. artificial 
snow, 
or 


create fog or smog for Hollywood 
movies; it could be colored pink 
or other color i*of sky-writing ad- 
vertisements, and might be help- 
ful in studying cloud-seeding and 
rain-making mechanisms. 


So far, there's no reason to sus- 


pect the plastic smoke would be 
harmful to humans.

The horse, Philip wrote, "rides 


well in the field but when we are 
coming home he wants to run 
back to the corral." 


What Philip wanted to know 


was: "How would you stop him 
from running back to the corral? 
No matter how hard we pull he 
won't stop." 


Although the Army abolished its 


chief of cavalry before World War 
n, the boy's letter fell into good 
hands in the adjutant general's 
office. Brig. Gen. Frank S. Henry, 
whose present job is handling the 
assignment of general 
officers, 


started his military career as a 
cavalryman and is rated one of 
the best horsemen in the Army. 
His present specialty is tanks and 
armored warfare. 


Horseman Henry told Philip in 


a letter sent from the Pentagon 
Thursday that his problem was 
"readily appreciated," 
because 


the Army in past years frequently 
had the same problem with its 
horses. 


The general offered two sug- 


gestions to solve Philip's problem. 
First, he recommended using a 
double bridle with both a curb 
and snaffle bit^ but urged Philip 
to talk this suggestion over with 
his dad "because some horses do 
not react too well with these 
bits."

HARRISBURG (AP) — G o v. 


Lawrence today received for sig- 
nature a bill requiring all children 
to be vaccinated against small pox 
before being admitted to kinder- 
garten.

trum. This, he reported, stopped 
the hair pulling. 


Dr. Reginald S. Lourie of the

partment at Harrisburg, reported 
in the same panel, discussion that 


self-mutilation by youngsters often 
is their way of symbolizing their 
desire to kill.

PHILADELPHIA, April 3 (* 


—"-Automobile insurance rates 
may be reduced for safe driv- 
ers in Pennsylvania. New Jer- 
sey and Delaware next year. 


A proposed 20 per cent re- 


duction for any private passen- 
ger car would be granted driv- 
ers with a lecord of no acci- 
dents or moving traffic viola- 
tions in the three years before. 


The cut would apply to li- 


ability and medical payments 
protection and to collision cov- 
erage. 


Drivers with a record of a 


single accident or violation in 
the three years before their 
policy renewal would go 
on 


paying the standard rates for 
their area. 


Those debited with two acci- 


dents or violations would pay 
25 per cent more. Three black 
marks would raise the rate by 
50 per cent. Four would mean 
a 75 per cent increase and the 
standard rates would be doubled 
for duvers with five or more 
accidents or violations against 
them.

Nuclear Reactor SUGAR GROVE 
Energy Converted 
To Electric Power 


LOS ALAMOS, N.M. (API—The 


first direct conversion of nuclear 
reactor energy into electric power 
was announced today by the Las 
Alamos Scientific Laboratory. 


The LASL - developed plasma 


thermocouple ga\e enough po\\er 
to light an electric light bulb for 
almost 12 hours before it \\as shut 
down and dismantled for analysis 


The achievement was the lesult 


of an experiment in which the 
plasma thermocouple \\as placed 
in the core of a heterogeneity re- 
5Pa7Th 
I'pactor, 
laboratory 
of- 


ficials said. 


A thermocouple is a means of 


producing electricity by bringing 
two different metals into contact 
then cooling one metal and heating 
the other. 


The Los Alamos thermocouple 


is the result of a laboratory exper- 
iment which substituted lionized 
cesium gas—the plasma—for one 
ot the metallic elements. The oth- 
er metallic element is enriched 
uranium. 


The device bypasses the inter- 


mediate step performed by tur- 
bine? in the present conversion of 
nuclear power to electricity. It 
also represents a saving in weight, 
bulk, and complexity over the tur- 
bine-generated electricity. 


The experimental plasma ther- 


mocouple resembled an empty 
frozen liuit juice can. The source 
of power A\as a rod of enriched 
uranium about a quarter inch in 
diameter and about thiee quarter 
inches long. 


The rod was suspended in the 


center of the cell and surrounded 
by cesium gas. When (lie assembly 
was lowered into the core of a 
reactor the neutron flow actuated 
uranium fission heating in the cen- 
ter of the can, while the flow of 
the reactor coolant around the out- 
side of the can dioppcd the tern- 
peratmc of the cesium plasma. 


Laboratory officials said the im- 


plications of the experiment in 
future atomic energy develop- 
ments are enormous as are the 
uses of the thermocouple in the 
Iield of nuclear propulsion in both 
submarines and space tiavels. 


A team of 10 scientists headed 


by George Grover completed the 
experiment in a little more than 
three years. Otheis in the group 
were Jack Barger, George Erick- 
son, Thurman Frank, John Hop- 
kins, Daniel Kelly, William Rank- 
en, Duane Roehlmg, and Ernest 
Salmi, all of Los Alamos, and 
R. W. Pidd, a consultant from the 
University of Michigan. 


The Los Alamos Scientific Lab- 


oratory is operated by the Umvei- 
sity of California for the Atomic 
Energy Commission.

She can't. Another, more powerful wish overwhelms it. Though 


sheiwishes Te,d would stop using her to solve his financial prob- 
lems,. '•• she also wishes him to regard her as the sweetest mother 
in the world. She has no inkling of the power of this second wish 
or how it compels her to keep on indulging Ted. 


In psychological terms, Ted's mother is immobilized by "un- 


conscious conflict." 


Many of us are. We want a new spring coat but also wish so 


much to appear economical to our husband that we don't ask him 
for the money. We want to blow up at an interfering sister-in-law 
but-at the same time wish to appear able to get along with every- 
body. 
- 
Just as Ted's mother is unconscious of the powerful wish that 


compels her to help him, we don't know why we grudgingly con- 
tinue to wear our old spring coat or furiously endure our relative's 
bossiness. 
These conflicts between our actual wishes and our unconscious 


ones make for great inward tension. 


Such depressions often tell us that we are the victims of am- 


bitions, to appear to be what we are not—the sweetest mother in 
the world, the "good" wife who wants nothing for herself, the 
amiable .person who can get along with everybody. 


It is these romantic visions of ourselves, manipulating us with- 


out our recognizing them, which make it impossible to act on our 
genuine wishes.

freighter Oregon Sword into the 
old tramp Normandier and depict- 
ing the desolate South Atlantic on 
the Bayonne waterfront involve 
some difficult problems. 


How, for example, do you create 


the effect of a hurricane in Ne\\ 
York harbor? 


"We're fortunate in dealing with 


a most cooperative fire depart- 
ment in Ba\onne," Graham said. 
"It's permitting us to use its ho^es 
so that we can churn up the 
water to resemble storm-tossed 
waves. Winds are created by gi- 
ant fans and sprayers.' 


A new camera gimmick enables 


the technicians to give the illusion 
of the ship rolling and pitching 
violently.

-Ingenuity Helps Frame Budget Pictures

When 
you're 
furnishing 
a 


home -from scratch, the budget 
allocation for accessories is 
mighty slim, if it can be figured 
at all. But few people will deny 
that such things as pictures bring 
•warmth and livabiliry to a room 
which is "brand new." 


There are raits of pictures— 


etchings, prints, lithographs, oils, 
watercolors. Those which best 
suit a person's tastes and the 
background available can only 
be determined by the person who 
will live with them. 


Often, though, good framed 


pictures are too costly for a 
young couple who must buy so 
many other things. 


Prints for framing are one 


solution to the problem. Unless 
you can really frame them your- 
self, however, this, too, can run 
into an expense. 


Another solution that intrigues 


me because it is so simple trans- 
forms new and handsome place- 
mats into equally handsome pio 
turei. Those can be framed in 
readymade frames, without ben- 
efit of glass. 


The reason is that the mats 


are sealed in a dull-finished 
polyethylene envelope w h i c h 
protects the artwork and can be 
wiped clean, they are, after all, 
designed to be placemats. 


The mat finish gives a more 


attractive cover than a glossy 
Irtish, I think. 


THE IDEA wouldn't be much 


good if the mats weren't really 
attractive. I happen to like etch- 
ings, and one set of four mats 
are four different etchings of 
harbor scenes by that famous 
actor, the late Lionel Barrymore. 


Other pictures in the new 


series include four Americana 
.scenes of early days in the large 
cities by C. C. Beall. 
j There are also six color re- 
productions of game birds in 
flight by Peter Scott, and a ro-

mantic group of southern scenes. 


The procedure for framing is 


simple, and the cost will run 
about three dollars each, in- 
cluding the picture. If you're a 
twosome, you might like to 
frame two, keep two placemats 
for table use. 


WHEN WE TRIED IT with 


the etchings, we used ready- 
made, 
16x20 - inch 
unpainted 


wooden frames, stained to a me- 
dium brown to complement the 
sepia tones of the pictures. 


The picture is attached to a 


backing board with cellulose 
tape. A mat board cut to fit 
leaves a small border of the 
placemat edge s h o w i n g all 
around for depth. 


Picture is then fitted into the! 


frame. The mat board could be 
covered with fabric, or a self- 
adhesive paper in a color or 
pattern, to get other effects. 


The nautical scenes of the 


etchings s u g g e s t e d a setting 
using a few sea shells and fish- 
net curtains caught with glass 
halls.
